How to Use Oil in Cooking \Vltliont Its 


Disagreeable Effects. 


Though, as a role, Spaniards of the 


Better class are not early risers, they be- 
gin the day with the desaytrao, as they 
call the meal. This usually consists of a 
large cup of milk and coffee, or a small 
cup of thick chocolate, with a kind of 
cake called ensaimada. The chocolate 
is made with milk, never -with water, es- 
cept in the poorest families, Between 1 
and 2 p. in. old fashioned Spanish folks 
have their dinner. The table is very 
simply laid with a clean cloth and sev- 
eral plates of sweets and fruits; flowers 
seldom appear; saltcellar, pepperbox and 
mustardpot never. A spoon, fork and 
knife lumped together, a tumbler for 
water and a small wineglass are set at 
each place. 
A Spaniard never commits the heresy 


of mixing wine and water; he says it is 
spoiling two good things. A goodly 
sized loaf of bread flanks each'plate. 
The soup, tureen ia first handed round, 
and, although, its contents are a trifle 
greasy, nothing can be more nourishing. 
It is compounded of all the good things 
that go to make up the classical cocido 
or puchero. The substantial portion 
with which the soup is made is placed 
in three separate dishes and served up 
immediately afterward. On one dish 
figure large, thick slices of boiled beeJ 
and pieces of fowl with slices of bacon 
on another appear the garbanzos, or 
chick peas, and on the third are the veg- 
etables with slices of chorizo, or sausage, 


The cocido is usually eaten as it is: 
though in some houses tomato sauce is 
added. The puchero, or cocido, takes 
its name from the pewter pot in which 
it is slowly boiled. In every well regu- 
lated home throughout Spain the cocidc 
is made once a day, and a right good 
thing it is, as at any hour you may 
chance to need, a cup of broth yon can 
be supplied with it. The next dish is 
the f rito. Frito means a fry, and the did 
usually consists of fried brains, fried 
sweetbread, croquettes of fowl, etc. 


In no country are things fried better 


than in Spain, because good olive oil " 
used to fry them in, and oil makes those 
delicacies more crispy. That Spanish 
oil may be turned to good account fo 
anything in cooking will no doubt cause 
unbounded surprise. There is no deny 
ing the fact, however. Food ill prepared 
with oil is no doubt a trying case in s( 
far as the palate and nostrils are con 
corned, but a good Spanish cook know 
well how to disguise the taste of the oi 
in many ways. 
The simplest and perhaps the best a<3 


vice is to let the oil come to a boilin^ 
point and to throw in a piece of bread 
which is taken out as soon as it become 
brown and thrown away. This takes off 
any bad taste the oil may have. Th 
pan is then curried to an open window 
and the steam blown away, a proces 
which as effectually clears it of any un 
savory smell.—Boston Transcript.

PAEMEES A NECESSITY. 


I admit that farmers in tbe'r sphere are 


a necessity to every civilized government, 
bat their sphere is ia ministering to the 
stomachs ot mankind, not in furnishing 
food for the intellect or solving problems 
of finance or determining State policy 
While they are experts in their proper line 
of business they are lamentable failures in 
state craft. 


Where keen, discriminating intellectu- 


ality is required to be brought into requi- 
sition, either in war or in peace, they have 
never achieved great success. Call the 
muster-rolle of the two millions and a half 
of Union defenders in the late lebellion 
and yon will not find a farmer who achieved 
special distinction as an officer or a private 
'Tia true they, as well as others, displayed 
great bravery, physicial courage and en- 
durance, bat no high order of intellect 
which enabled thousands of others from 
tbe work shops, counting-room, the pulpit 
and tbe La to inscribe their names on tbe 
enduring scroll of fame. It is ill-advised 
for the farmers to organize Their AUlance 
to overthrow the Republican party. Re 
publican administrations dictated tbe policy 
of the Government, organized, eqnipeci 
and led forth the Union armies to the late 
conflict of arms, more to the pecuniary ad' 
vantage of the farmers than any other 
class of people.
